Without discuss- 
ing the merits of capital punish- 
ment or the reformative problems 
of imprisonment, the Transcript 
feels like asking what is the mat- 
ter with Texas justice. 

A Dallas lawyer has already an- 
swered the question, ‘Time is 
the best criminal lawyer,” be says. 
“Give me time enough, and I can 
beat any case.” And for some 
reason, possibly the overcrowding 
of the courts, the murderers and 
the lawyers have all the time they 
want. 

So Dallas is another example 
tending to prove the contention
